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AMA investigation brings 
ruling against CEQ contract

An 18-month investigation by the American Motorcyclist Association 
has provoked Comptroller General of the United States Elmer Staats 
to rule the Council on Environmental Quality contracted improperly 
with David Sheridan, who authored “Off-Road Vehicles on Public 
Lands,” an environmental study commissioned in 1978. 

AMA discovered CEQ did not conduct bidding for Sheridan's 
contracts. Sheridan was paid $10,000 to write the report and an 


additional $6,500 for a revision. 

Staats ruled “the issuance of the order to Mr. Sheridan without 
competition was improper.” But he added that “no remedial action 
with respect to these contracts is appropriate at this time.” 

AMA became suspicious of the impropriety when bidding notices 
did not appear in the Commerce Business Dally. 

Further details of AMA's probe appear in the December issue of 
American Motorcyclist. in that issue, AMA's Robert Rasor, associate 
government relations director, is quoted as saying, “We're pleased 
that the CEQ contract with David Sheridan was found to be improper, 
but given the bias against dirt bikes in the report itself, we think the 
government owes us some relief. We plan to press the issue until the 
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Terry Cunningham rode his 420 
Automatic Husqvarna to the overall 
win at the Nov. 9 AMA 100-mile R.W. 





Lawson out, Cooley new 
Superbike Champ — at least 
until further notice 


WESTERVILLE, OH, NOV. 10 

AMA Professional Racing Manager Mike DiPrete has announced the 
association’s decision on the Eddie Lawson/Wes Cooley protest/appeal 
issue from the final AMA Superbike Series race held Oct. 5 at Daytona 
International Speedway. 

At Daytona, it at first appeared that Yoshimura/Suzuki-mounted 
Wes Cooley — by putting in an outstanding ride and through Eddie 
Lawson's misfortune — had pulled the Championship title out of the 
bag in the last race of the season. But Lawson protested, saying that 
Cooley had ridden an illegal motorcycle, that the frame had been 
modified in violation of AMA rules. The protest was upheld, thus 
taking the win and the title away from Cooley. 

Then apparently Cooley protested Lawson, actually Lawson’s right 
to protest, by stating that Lawson did not race the same works 
Kawasaki he’d qualified on, that he was not a legal entry for the main 
event, and thus that he was not eligible to enter a protest against 
Cooley's machine. 

Today, DiPrete officially confirmed that after viewing evidence, 
AMA decided that Lawson was not a legal entry. His protest against 
Cooley was therefore disallowed. Cooley had won. 

Lawson has the right to appeal that decision. He has done so, and a 
three-man board will be selected to make the final decision based on a 
hearing that will be granted to Lawson within 30 days on the west 
coast. 

Kawasaki Team Manager Gary Mathers was contacted and asked 
about the appeal. “We're a little bit angry about that,” Mathers told 
Cycle News. “There are two things that bother me a lot. One is that 
Wes Cooley didn’t protest our motorcycle. In fact, nobody did yet. 
There is a protest outline in the AMA rulebook which says that within 
30 minutes after results are posted, a rider can protest. And Cooley did 
not, nor did anybody else. We think that for them...for anybody to 
come around later after the protest period is over...we think that’s a 
crime. And the other thing is that | talked with Mike DiPrete that 
Sunday morning...before the heat race or anything, and asked him if 
he'd seen Cooley’s bike because we thought it was illegal. Mike 
DiPrete said at that time that no, he hadn't looked at it but that he 
would look at it...Anyway, the second point that I'd like to make is 
that if AMA in fact knew that the bike was illegal, | don't see how they 
can disregard that even though they've decided to throw Eddie’s 
protest out.”

Let’s kiss Claybrook goodbye 


For whom does the bell toll? It 
tolls for you Joan, it tolls for you. 

At this moment, the transition 
teams of President-Elect Ronald 


Reagan are attempting to clean house 
of Carter loyalists. Political 
appointees, like Joan Claybrook, the 
administrator of the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administration, 
will be ousted unless they resign first. 
And this is good. Very good. 

Nadar compatriots such as Claybrook 
have plagued motorcyclists with their 
bureaucratic chicanery and regulatory 
disease for years. With the advent of a 
Republican Administration you can 
be sure this philosophy of government 
will be reversed. Already, the 
American people have been promised 
that the new government will attempt 
to reduce regulations and to figure out 
the cost-benefit ratio of those rules 
that are needed. And if I sound like 
I'm gloating — I am. Not that there is 
any room for a member of the 
Washington press corps to gloat when 
he is trying to make a calm and true 
assessment of the new political 
environment. But, excuse me just this 
once, gloat I must. 

In addition to kissing Claybrook 
goodbye, Secretary of the Interior 
Cecil Andrus will soon be returning 
back to Idaho, his home state. This is 
another plus for motorcyclists. While 
Andrus came from a state where two- 
thirds of the land is federally- 
controlled, he continued to push for 
more federal jurisdiction and land 
lock-ups through wilderness reviews 
and the like. Now that Andrus will be 
replaced we may see a repudiation of 
this process. Gossip in that agency 
places two names as possible Reagan 
appointees as Secretary of the Interior: 
Rep. Richard Cheney (R-Wyoming) and 
Rep. Manuel Lujan (R-New Mexico). 
Both these congressman are from 
Western states and have been in touch 
with their constituents during their 
tenures in Congress more than Andrus 
ever was — even when Cece was a 
governor. I have watched Cheney 
many times during House committee 
hearings and the prognosis is that he is 
all for land development and utiliza- 
tion. Earlier this year, Cheney was 
among several Interior and Insular 
Affairs Committee members who 
called for a Justice Department investi- 
gation into the activities of an office in 
the Interior Department. 

Speaking of the Interior Committee, 
which is key to many issues pertinent 
to motorcycle land usage, the ratio 
between Democrats and Republicans 
has decreased reflecting the overall 
House ratio. When the 97th Congress 
convenes in January, there will be 243 
Democrats and 192 Republicans. 
Thus, Republican seats on the Interior 
Committee should grow from its 
current 14 compared to 26 Democrats, 
up to around 18 Republicans and 22 
Democrats. 

Perhaps the biggest impact this past 
election has had is on the Senate, 
which is now in Republican control. 
The ratio there will be 53 Republicans 
and 47 Democrats and with that 
majority comes control of the committee 
chairmanships. Of importance to 
motorcyclists are the chairmanships of 
the Energy Committee and Committee 
on the Environment and Public Works. 
Sen. James McClure will succeed Sen. 


Henry Jackson on the Energy Com- 
mittee. McClure, from Idaho, favors 
deregulation and minimum restraint 
on private enterprise. Stafford, who 
will take over from Sen. Jennings 
Randolph, is a moderate who is said to 
be undergoing an identity crisis 
brought on by rapid growth and pros- 
perity in his home state of Vermont. 

Party caucuses will be held 
sometime during the first week of 
December to determine committee 
assignments in the House and Senate 
— just at the time when Reagan has 
said he will announce his Cabinet. 
Washington DisClosed will keep you 
up-to-date on developments there of 
importance to motorcycling. 

As a final note, the author of House 
Con. Res. 220, Rep. Robert Walker 
(R-Pa.) was returned to office. 
However, it is my opinion that we 
should all ignore both Walker and his 
bill. It won’t go anywhere in the new 
Congress regardless of his party's 
gains. For one, Walker has little 
respect from his colleagues. Secondly, 
there is far more important business at 
hand than his mane resolution. 
Overall, we can expect the 
Republicans to follow traditional 
party lines in reducing regulation and 
as Reagan put it during his campaign: 
Getting the government off the back of 
the people.

Hayes out, Sierra Club ecstatic. 
Where did we go wrong? 


Just before noon on Wednesday, 

November 5, the phone in As- 
semblyman Bob Hayes’ office 
rang. The voice on the other end 
identified herself as the Sierra Club re- 
presentative. She wanted to express 
her delight that Bob Hayes was defeated 
at the polls the day before. 

This same event which produced joy 
within the ranks of the Sierra Club and 
their allies, sent shock waves through 
the ORV community. How could it 
happen? We thought Hayes’ accom- 
plishments in Sacramento would guar- 
antee him another term in Sacramento, 
most ORV enthusiasts remarked. Un- 
fortunately, the game does not work 
exactly that way. When someone 
wants you out badly enough, and they 
are willing to work and pay for it, they 
will get you out. That's what 
happened to Hayes. The Sierra Club 
types wanted him out worse than the 
ORV enthusiasts wanted him in. 

For months CORPAC had asked 
riders to hold November 1 open to 
help inthe campaign. Papa Wealey 
announced the details of whom to call 
and where to go to help out in the 
pre-election issue. On that Saturday 
morning, a relative handful of riders 
showed up to help out. Hayes asked 
cycle dealers to attend a fund raising 
cocktail party a few weeks before the 
election, again the turnout was dis- 
turbingly low. As a result, a late smear 
campaign against Hayes went almost 
undefended because of lack of funds 
and workers. 

The fact that the Los Angeles 
Herald Examiner credits Hayes with 
accomplishing more in his one term in 
the legislature than most legislators ac- 
complish in several means little when 
your well-financed opponent is able to

The checkered fiag for Ted 
Leimbach 


We were extremely touched by your 
memorial piece to our son in the 
October 8 issue of Cycle News, West. 
Even small evidences of public or 
private esteem are cherished by those 
who live to grieve someone they loved. 
But the outpouring of sympathy, the 
expressions of admiration that come 
from all over the nation and from 
Europe really lead us to believe that he 
was the hero we wanted to think him. 

When Ted was a lad and | you asked 
him the “when you grow up” question, 
he'd say, “I'm going to race motor- 
cycles till I'm too old, and then I'm 
going to farm.” In some complicated 
way he managed to pursue those dual 
goals. 

During winter and spring quarters 
of his junior year at Ohio State he flew 
on successive weekends to Georgia, 
Michigan, California, Virginia, 
Oklahoma, Oregon, Washington and 
Alabama to race. During the week, he 
grappled with agronomy, marketing, 
and ag economics. All summer he 
would mow and cultivate, pick and 
pack until 4 p.m., then go off to work 
on a motorcycle engine till after 





midnight. The culmination of all this 
winter, spring, and summer endeavor 
was to be the International Six Days 
Trial in France in September. 

This is a grueling race of six days 
duration threaded through mountains 
and valleys, river beds and fire trails, 
thickets and meadows. The riders 
depart four on a minute at 7 each 
morning covering two hundred or 
more miles on each of the six days. If a 
man can maintain a constant pace, 
keep his machine together, and stay on 
time for all of the six days he earns a 
gold medal. 

Ted was bent on his third goal. He 
had his plane ticket, his cycle in a 
crate, his gear in the duffles when he 
was critically injured in an auto 
accident Sept. 4. For two and a half 
weeks he lay in an intensive care ward 
in a more or less comatose state. With 
hearts heavier than their cycles or their 
gear, Ted's brother and his comrades 
flew off to France without him. 

At 2:45 a.m. on the first day of the 
Six Days (Les Six Jours) Teddy burst 
an artery in his chest; the doctor and 
the nurses were at a loss to explain this 
serious and unexpected complication. 
But they didn’t know our Ted, his 
total concentration on his singular 
passion, the way in which his arteries 
were tuned to a distant clock. 

Ted knew his Six Days number 
before he was injured. His “key time,” 
determined by his number, was 8:08 
a.m. When Ted exerted the strain that 
burst his damaged artery it was 8:45 in 
the south of France and he had not yet 
crossed the starting line.

Roeseler/ Johnson 
make it three years 
running at Baja 
1000km

ENSENADA, B.C., MEX., NOV. 7 


Yamaha teamsters Larry Roeseler and Jack John- 
son topped their third Baja 1000 in as many 
years, as they were the only entry to complete 
the 660 miles of the Negra Modelo SCORE Baja 
1000km in under 13 hours. 


The Roeseler/Johnson time of 
12:45:13.91 was 19 minutes bet- 
ter than that of the runners-up, 
Yamaha’s Bruce Ogilvie and 
Chuck Miller. Third overall was taken 
by Brent Wallingsford and Scot Harden 
of Team Husqvarna, another 16 min-

utes back. The first three bikes were 
Class 22, or Open displacement ma- 
chines. 

Jim Fishback and Bob Rutten com- 
pleted a year-long sweep of the 250cc 
Class 21 in SCORE point events, win- 
ning the class easily aboard their 
Team Yamaha 1981 IT250. 





Class 20, for 125cc machines, had 
appeared to be securely in the hands of 
Bob Maxwell and Chris Howard with 
less than 100 miles to go. But they 
broke a connecting rod and the win 
went to the Premier Yamaha team of 
Kevin Case and Wayne Martin, who 
recovered from mechanical problems 
themselves. 


In the age category classes, Rick 
Shirey and Steve Staats rode their Dick 
Allen Yamaha/Lectron-sponsored 
mount to the Class 30 win. The 
Yamaha win streak was broken by 
D.A. Davidson and Tom Grant, who 
won Class 38 on an Anaheim Hus- 
qvarna machine. 


After running from Ensenada to La 
Paz in 1979 (and set to run a similar

event in 1981), SCORE returned to a 
loop format that started and finished 
in Ensenada. The loop followed a fa- 
miliar route through El Chinero and 
Nuevo Junction. But from there it 
veered on the trail to “The Summit,” a 
rocky route over the Sierra de Juarez 
Mountains. After following the rocky 
trail down, the course turned north to- 
wards Mexicali, and then south again 
to El Chinero. There a loop was fashion- 
ed through San Felipe and Laguna 
Diablo, and run twice before racers 
peeled off and headed to San Matais 
Pass. The course then ran through 
Mike’s Sky Ranch and Valle de 
Trinidad before jumping back on the 
morning’s course and going back to 
Ensendada. 

The event was filmed for ABC's 
Wide World of Sports. Four helicopters, 
a crew of 45 and announcers Jim 
McKay, Jackie Stewart and Sam Posey 
combined to produce the show, which 
will reportedly be aired in the first 
quarter of 1981. 

The first motorcycle left the start 
line in Ensenada at 6:15 a.m. Chuck 
Miller, after starting fourth, was the 
first bike into El Rayo, 48 miles from 
the start, despite some problems. “I 
crashed before Ojos Negros and hurt 
my arm a little bit,” said Miller later. 
Roeseler was second on elapsed time at 
El Rayo, but by Nuevo Junction, was 
physically second and very close on 
elapsed time. 

Most teams chose to change riders 
at Nuevo, and Ogilvie and Johnson 
found themselves in the driver's seat. 
But both were soon unseated. Johnson 
was the first to get off: “I went over the 
bars in some rocks. Would you believe 
I landed in the only soft sand patchin 
the whole rock field!” he related later. 

Five miles out of Nuevo, Ogilvie 
collided with a cow, going down hard 
on a knee and a shoulder and reporting 
difficulty holding on as he went down 
the Summit. Carburetion problems 
were also starting to enter the picture 
as the valve seat assembly was messed 
up and the carb would leak gas at less 
than WFO throttle settings. Johnson 
passed Ogilvie for the lead and was 
one minute ahead of check three, 
Cohubuzo Junction. 

Fishback and Rutten had established 
their Class 21 lead by the first check, 
and by check three had a three-minute 
lead on Dan Ashcraft and George Erl, 
who would shortly thereafter encounter 
mechanical troubles. Ironically, most 
of the Class 21 teams encountered me- 
chanical problems in this area. Only 
Fishback and Rutten and the Bill 
Tarling/Jeff Kaplan Honda would 
make it to check four, 129 miles into 
the course, before 2 p.m. 

In Class 20 only four bikes started, 
and only three made it to the first 
check. The Maxwell/Howard Yamaha 
was first to check one, and by check 
three had opened up 12 minutes on 
the Case/Martin entry, who were fol- 
lowed in turn by the Scott Coutts/Daryl 
Folks Husky. 

Shirey and Staats had started last'in 
Class 30, but by check three they had 
the lead, seven minutes in front of Mac 
Douglas and Lon Peterson on a 
Quality Motorcycle Service Yamaha. 
Casey Folks, riding the race solo on a 
Sportsman Cycle Husky, held down 
third. 

Perennial favorites in Class 38, Dick 
Vick and John Watkins, had the class 
lead on elapsed time at the first check 
and arrived at the second one in the 
lead. By Cohubuzo, they had a four- 
minute margin on the Davidson/Grant 
team. 

Back out front, Johnson was extend- 
ing his lead as Ogilvie continued to 
have problems. His partner Miller 
said later that, “Bruce ran out of gas 
twice. He had to bum a ride from 
some Mexicans down a wash about two 
miles to get some gas from another pit.” 





Soon Johnson and Roeseler had 20 
minutes on Ogilvie as Bruce turned 
the bike over to Miller at Oasis. Since 
the carb was still acting up, Ogilvie 
headed down the pavement to meet 
Miller at El Chinero, where they 
replaced the carb with one from an- 
other bike. 

Between Oasis and El Chinero, 
Roeseler hit a rock in a sandwash and 
cracked the front hub. “I hit something 
and it went crunch. The wheel started 
shaking and I stopped and looked 
down and there were cracks all over. 
So I went about 10 miles an hour into 
our pit just past El Chinero, and we 
decided to put both front and rear 
wheels on it. I had a real good ride 
from then on,” said Roeseler. 

The third place machine, the Wal- 
lingsford/Harden Husky, was also hav- 
ing problems. Wallingsford had to 
ride the bike 40 miles in to Oasis with a 
flat rear tire that eventually came off 
the rim and took the silencer, side 
plate, etc., off with it. Harden had lost 
some time earlier when, unaware that 
you could either take a sandwash or 
the Baja 500 course into Santa Catarina, 
he had opted for the longer 500 route. 

At El Chinero Roeseler had a 22 
minute lead on Ogilvie, with Harden 
another eight minutes back. ‘Seven 
minutes later came Fishback and Rut- 
ten leading their class, with the Class 
22 Husky of Clarke and Timms, spon- 
sored by Rossetti Construction and Up 
Tite Husky, 10 minutes behind. 

The 10th bike through El Chinero 
was the Maxwell/Howard Class 20 en- 
try, with a very secure lead after 
Wayne Martin had seized the machine 
he was riding with Case, and it was 
three hours before he could finish 
changing the piston and get going 
again. 

Shirey and Staats had 10 minutes on 
Class 30 competitors Douglas and Peter- 
son at El Chinero, while Vick and 
Watkins were still leading Class 38. 

Johnson got on the lead Yamaha 
when Roeseler returned to El Chinero, 
and then took it for the second time 
past San Felipe and on towards the re- 
turn route. Roeseler picked it up at 
Valle de Trinidad to ride to the finish, 
and going past Nuevo, still had the 
daylight with him. But just before 
Ojos Negros, near disaster hit when 
the 465cc motor spit its spark plug. “I 
guess it just worked loose — the heat 
and the compression or something. I 
managed to get a plug in and get it 
tightened as much as I could. I took it 
easy from then on and just cruised,” 
said Roeseler at the finish in Ensenada, 
where he was interviewed by Jim McKay 
and Jackie Stewart for the Wide World 
of Sports broadcast. 


Miller was the next rider to finish, 
after encountering a car on the course 
near the finish. “All the way from El 
Rayo to El Coyote in the dark I was 
chasing this Bronco that was bookin’ 
down the trail. I got by and he got 
roosted. I slowed down twice,” said 
Miller, who also added that he felt he 
and Bruce had locked up the Class 22 
points championship. 

Wallingsford, third into the finish, 
was a little down. “We just had all 
kinds of problems.” 

Fishback’s trouble-free ride finally 
ran into obstacles between Valle de 
Trinidad and Nuevo when his light 
went out. He navigated into Nuevo with 
the light from the miner's lamp on his 
helmet, and they replaced the ignition 
and lighting coil at Nuevo. Knowing 
he had a big lead, he just cruised into 
the finish for the team’s fourth straight 
win in 1980. 

Clarke and Timms finished next, 
and were the top privateers in the 
overall motorcycle finishing order. 

The Maxwell/Howard Class 20 ma- 
chine had seized near San Felipe and 
lost some time, but were still leading 
the class handily. But disaster hit near 











Santa Catarina when the connecting 
rod broke. Maxwell had to spend a 
cold night in the desert before hitching 
a ride back to Ensenada the following 
morning. 

In Class 30, Shirey had to take over 
for his partner Staats, when Steve 
crashed near El Chinero and was 
unable to continue. The engine suffered 
a seizure on the Diablo Dry Lake, but 
the bike kept running and Shirey 
brought it in for the win. Rick was one 
of many entries to encounter thick fog 
on the nine-mile pavement section be- 
tween the Pepsi Stand and Ensenada, 
where visibility was near zero. 

Douglas and Peterson continued on 
to place second in Class 30, despite a 
hairy time when they lost the lights be- 
tween Diablo and Mike's Sky Ranch. 
They were two hours behind the 
leaders at the finish. š 

Casey Folks continued his solo ride 
right into the finish for third in Class 
30, having spent 17 hours and 35 
minutes on the bike. “It was a very 
personal thing with me to run and 
finish this race,” he said later. 

Richard Jackson and Dennis De 
Camp, two-time winners this year in 
Class 30 on a Kern Sportcycle Husky, 
placed fourth in this event. They spun 
a flywheel and had to replace it, weld- 
ing a new unit right onto the shaft and 
using clothes hanger wire to shim it. 

Vick’s and Watkins’ Class 38 win 
hopes ground to a halt when the piston 
did likewise on diablo Dry Lake. Vick 
managed to get the machine to a 
Yamaha pit in the vicinity and 
changed the piston, but the time lost 
dropped them to fourth in class. 

Davidson and Grant also seized on 
the San Felipe loop, but their machine 
kept going, albeit losing its lights 
twice on the way in, and they picked 
up the class win. Don Teeters and Lee 
Hamby took second on a Lakewood 
Honda/Watering Hole-sponsored 
Husky. 


Perseverance paid off for Case and 
Martin, as they finished in the wee 
hours of the morning to take the Class 
20 win, and Case later thanked Mike 
Goodwin for prepping the bike. Good- 
win was to have ridden the bike with 
Kurt Pfeiffer, but Pfeiffer was injured 
in another race and he sold it to Case. 

The Coutts/Folks Husky recovered 
from four and a half hours of down- 
time when they broke, and then re- 
placed, the magneto, to finish 57 
minutes behind Case and Martin and 
place second in class. 

Six teams from France were entered, 
and four finished. Yann Cadoret and 
Michel Merel had the best placing, a 
sixth in Class 22. 

Many-time ISDT medalist Herbert 
Schek of West Germany was entered 
on a BMW with Tom Sachenacher, 
and they finished with a time of 19 
hours and 48 minutes. Scheck reported- 
ly got lost coming into the finish and 
spent an hour winding his way through 
the streets of Ensenada. 

Of the 52 motorcycles that started, 
29 finished within the 28 hour limit. @

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Saturday Knight Fever 


How to bolt together a 
race-ready, mail order 
dirt tracker

In recent years, building a dirt tracker has moved away from the realm of Dick 
Mann’s frame shop. There, knowledge in dirt track geometry, tube bending, 
machine shop mechanization and the welding craft combined to form a very 
special winning frame which nobody else could own. 

The state of the art then moved to the point that you could buy a good- 
working, chrome moly, high technology frame, swingarm and fiberglass tank/ 
seat assembly. You then had to find all of the sources for wheels, brakes, forks, 
shocks and all of the other little things that drive you crazy. 

In short, you still had to know all about dirt trackers before you could learn 
all about dirt trackers. 

Today, there are several dirt track frame manufacturers who offer the full 
spectrum of dirt track pieces. They will sell you their frame and swingarm if 
you have the machine shop and welder to adapt your own wheels, forks and 
other pieces necessary to be ultra competitive, or they will sell you a complete 
dirt track motorcycle, ready to race. 

To show you how easy it is to own a winning combination bolt-together dirt 
tracker, I’m going to take you through the assembly of a mail-order dirt track 
motorcycle. No welding or machining required. 

I chose components based partly on the frame manufacturer’s suggestions, but 
based mainly on what the winning Sportsman and Pro riders were winning on. 
I chose to build a Sportsman 250 TT bike which could be converted to Pro Short 
Track or Pro Novice Half Mile with ease. 





Frame 

I chose a complete Knight Racing 
Frame kit to satisfy my Saturday night 
racing fever. The following winners 
are riding them: Randy Goss (Nat'l. 
Champ), Hank Scott (missed by only 
one point), Mike Kidd (won Ascot TT 
Nat’l.), Ronnie Jones (won Santa Fe 
TT Nat'l), Jay Springsteen (who's 
he?), Ted Boody, Steve Morehead, 
Terry Poovey, Rob Crabbe, Jimmy 
Filice, Jeff McDaniels, Ron Yamamoto 
and Pete Hames. Knight's frame has 
excellent rigidity, is engineered to 
allow substantial rear suspension rear- 
rangement to suit actual track 
conditions, and has plenty of room for 
an adequate aircleaner without the 
frame tubes sawing holes in it. Knight 
sells nearly everything to assemble a 
complete motorcycle. He'll also make 
minor changes to the frame if you 
request them. 

Suspension ; 

Knight recommends Fox Shox Flat 
Track III, super light, aluminum, 
nitrogen-filled shocks. Fox and Knight 
collaborated on the valving and spring 
rates. I was fortunate to have access to 
a shock dyno and dyno'd the Fox Shox 
against that perennial dirt track 
standard, S&W, and the new offering 





from Mulholland, the LTG Flat Track 
shock used by Steve Eklund. The curves 
were almost identical, so the light 
weight won me over, price aside. 

The front forks were an easy choice. 
Knight sells Betor Gas forks valved and 
sprung for dirt- track. The fork legs 
also have lugs for the best brake system 
you can buy for a dirt tracker. Interpart 
specs the forks from Betor and imports 
them. These are the only forks you can 
buy already prepped for dirt track use. 
The Betors come ready to bolt on and 
go for it. Just add oil and air. 


Wheels & brakes 


Sandy Kosman builds drag bikes 
and is very secure in having done a 
good job on light, strong reversible 
wheels and hubs. He builds Knight’s 
wheels and brake discs to the same 
state of the art. They're expensive, but 
the detail engineering and strength 
made me want them on the bike. 

Kosman also provides the Grimeca 
brakes for Knight. Brakes have always 
been the biggest single failure on dirt 
trackers. Ask anyone with a dirt 
tracker if he’s had any brake problems 
and he'll give you as Raymond J. John- 
son, Junior routine: “Oh, ya doesn’t 
has to call em brakes, and ya doesn’t 
has to call em stoppers...”

Knight says “Grimeca Brakes, or ya 
ain’t got brakes.” 


I've said repeatedly that race cars, 
unlike most racing motorcycles, are 
mechanically beautiful. They're all 
nicely anodized, cad plated and gener- 
ally, tastefully painted. Sponsors love 
it and see the vehicle representing 
them as much as the rider. For that 
reason, I obtained a set of gorgeous 
blue anodized rims from Meryl’s Pro 
Wheel Clinic, and had Kosman lace 
them up to his hubs. Won't help the 
performance, but if every other dirt 
tracker looked this good, there would 
be fuller grandstands, and sponsors 








asking to get into the program instead 
of waiting to be asked. 


Engine 
Kawasaki has one of the biggest 
sleepers in the 250cc engine class. It 
puts out an astounding power curve, 
stock. The curve is perfect for short 
track and Sportsman/Pro Novice TT. 
Kawasaki also has made nearly 400 of 


these engines available cheap to 
dealers and dirt track frame manufac- 
turers. They want to see mean green 
on the dirt tracks. For small dollars, 
they also have bolt-on right side shift 
conversions available. The engines 
come with a 38mm Mikuni and the 
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complete CDI ignition system. Jack 
Dannenberg can port the livin’ stink 
out of a Kawasaki for Pro Novice Half 
Mile use. It will kill. For example: Pete 
Hames, this year’s Amateur National 
Half Mile 250cc Champion, has a 
Dannenberg-ported Kawasaki 250 in a 
Knight frame. He effortlessly does 
fifth gear wheelies across the start-finish 
line while his Dad croaks, “Hey babe! 
That’s horsepower!” 


Pipe & carb 
Bill’s Pipes are one of the uninten- 
tionally best kept secrets in dirt track. 
Seems like only the factories and non- 
factory winners are using them. Ken 





Roberts used one on his factory 
Yamaha Houston short tracker; 
Wayne Rainey uses one on his factory 
Kawasaki short tracker; Freddy 
Spencer, Mickey Fay and Jeff Haney 
all use Bill's Pipes on their Honda 
factory 250cc short trackers and 500cc 
TT bikes. National Novice Champ 
Bill Herndon uses one; Hames is 
sponsored by Bill’s Pipes; Roger 
Thompson won the Amateur National 
125cc TT and 125cc Short Track 
Championship with Bill's Pipes; and 
Hank Scott even used them on his 
Harley to win the Sacramento, San 
Jose and Du Quoin Miles and the 
Louisville and Topeka Half Miles. 


ewok 
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The front brake was switched to a position behind Interpart’s Betor fork leg 
after photos were taken. More detail work: Greer sealed the ill-fitting inner 
fender panel with carefully trimmed inner tube. 


I ordered one through Knight with 
the track aluminum silencer that 
weighs one half that of the steel silencer. 

For the carb, I could have used the 
stock 38 Mikuni, but I ordered 
SUDCO's 38 Mikuni Powerjet unit. It 
has a mainjet feature which allows you 
to jet the mainjet lean for those hard, 
% throttle drives off the corners. 
When you hit the straightaway and 
tuck in, the powerjet kicks in at about 
% throttle and safely richens up the 
jetting so that you don't come sliding 
across the finish line before the seized- 
up bike does. SUDCO also sells an 
update kit to upgrade your stock 
Kawasaki Mikuni to Powerjet specs. 


Other stuff 


Rocky Cycle Accessories handles near- 
ly everything else you will want or need 
to finish the bike. Using one supplier 
makes the building process much, 
much easier. 

Except Buffalo Plates. They'll silk- 
screen your number on four fiberglass 
plates. 


Assembly procedures 

MATERIALS: I know this sounds 

, like a scavenger hunt, but get the fol- 
' lowing materials to do a first class race 
prep job on your mail order dirt tracker. 

A fistful of 6” plastic zip ties. 

3’ closed cell foam, 1” I.D. x %" 

wall (air conditioning shop). 

1 tube blue Loctite® 

1 tube 3M® Super Weatherstrip Ce- 

ment (black). 

1’ %6” I.D. plastic fuel line. 

1 small roll Teflon® tape. 

1 roll stainless safety wire, (0.032” 

Dia.) 

1 qt. fuel tank slushing compound 

(tank sealant). 

1 old automobile inner tube. 

1 old bicycle inner tube (20 x 2.125"). 

1 pt. DOT brake fluid. 

FRAME: Chase all threaded lugs to 
clean threads. Requires 4-20, 14-28, 
6-18 and %-16 taps. Insert tapered 
bearing outer races into headstock. No 





smashing or pummelling allowed. Be 
sure to bottom them in bore. 

ENGINE: Knock out removable 
swingarm spacer sleeves at rear of 
engine. Install engine loosely in frame 
using Knight front motor mounts. 

SWINGARM: Grease needle bear- 
ings and bolt. Insert inner races care- 
fully to prevent damage to the neoprene 
seal lips. These seals are important to 
the life of the swingarm and the habitu- 
ally good handling of the bike. They 
keep out race track dirt and 50¢ spray 
wash caustic soap which lubricates like 
pre-mix without oil. Double check the 
seal lips for proper seal. Two Knight 
black coated spacers sandwich each 
inner race. Install swingarm bolt with 
internal lockwasher under each nut. 
Loctite the nut. A drop will do. 
Tighten the nut, checking that all 


swingarm side play is eliminated. Up ” 


and down movement must be free! 
People have cursed shocks because of a 
bound-up swingarm. Triple check. 

SHOCKS: Install the Fox Shox in 
the inverted position. Make sure the 
gas valves are pointing up and rear- 
ward, or you will hear an expensive 
hiss. Secure with %-16 bolts and lock- 
nuts from the Knight frame hardware 
kit. Fox provides an informative book 
on overhaul procedures. By the way, 
bleeding off nitrogen won't net you 
any improvement in handling. Leave 
it alone; don’t tune it except for spring 
rates. 

Knight's frame has three shock posi- 
tions. Position #1, vertical, is for 
slippery tracks and gives more bite. 
Position #2, slight cantilever, is for 
tacky tracks and gives a better balance 
between bite and keeping the front 
end on the ground. Position #3, lay- 
down, is for tracks which should have 
been advertised as rough scrambles, 
but the promoter didn't know the dif- 
ference between TTs and obstacle 
courses. This last shock position requires 
the rear axle adjusted to the rearmost 
position. That's where you want it on a 
rough track though. 

















If you use another brand of 13” 
shock, remove the spring, bolt it on 
and stroke the suspension with the 
wheel in place. Check tire clearance in 
all three shock positions. Finding nega- 
tive clearance following a TT jump is 
unhealthy. 

FRONT FORKS: Knight provides 
unshielded headstock bearings. I sub- 
stituted shielded inner cones. You can 
buy them at any bearing house, and 
they do wonders for a maintenance-free 
season. The part number is L 44643LA. 

Betor made the triple clamp stem 
marginally short. The thicker shielded 
cones in effect make it shorter. You 
will have to remove about 14” of alum- 
inum from the upper triple clamp 
stem nut machined surface. Machine 
shop time? Only if you want to. I rented 
a belt sander and coarse belt for $5. 
Just use care in keeping the surface flat 
and parallel to the stem bore. Frequent- 
ly check, using the steam and nut. 
Modify for 5-6 thread engagement. Use 
Loctite on the stem nut. Don’t Loctite 
any other triple clamp hardware. 

Insert the forks in the triple clamps, 
raising the forks two inches. I installed 
the brake caliper tabs forward but, 
theoretically, with the caliper behind 
the slider, the tabs would be in com- 
pression and stronger, not to mention 
reduced pendulum effect on the steered 
mass (less speed wobble effect), Either 
way, the forks are aligned properly 
when the front axle will slide through 
both axle bosses without your having 
to raise either fork slider. 

WHEELS: I installed a 4.00 x 19” 
Pirelli on the Kosman front wheel. 
Inflate to 18 psi. Install the Kosman 
wheel/brake disc on the front forks. 
There are two different length spacers. 
Get ‘em right, pard... 

I installed a Carlisle 4.00 x 19” on the 
Kosman rear wheel. Start with 22 psi. 
Install the Kosman rear wheel/brake 
disc/sprocket in the swingarm, mount- 
ing the caliper bracket but not tighten- 
ing it yet. (Do that after you've bled 
the brakes.) Engage each Heim joint 
about 50% in the torque arm. The 
caliper will now clear the shock in its 
laydown position. Loctite the jam 
nuts. Insert the Allen bolts with the 
locknuts outside, toward you. That'll 
keep ‘em in plain sight so you can 
check their integrity as the season pro- 
gresses. 

HANDLEBARS: Bolt on your 
favorite dirt track bend and make be- 
lieve for a few minutes. Now get back 
to work. 

BRAKES: Install the Grimeca rear 
wheel master cylinder. Use Loctite. In- 
stall the Kosman braided steel hose 
using Teflon tape at both ends. Zip tie 


the hose to the top of the torque arm. 


Route it inside the frame, looping out 
to the master cylinder. Study the 
photos. 

FOOTPEGS: Install both Knight 
footpegs. Loctite them. Install the 
brake pedal, and attach the Kosman 
brake linkage. 

CHAIN IDLER: Don't just sit there; 
put it on with Loctite. 


CHAIN: Cut chain to length and 
install for correct full arc tension. For 
each sprocket combination, cut a length 
of chain to allow front and rear axle 
adjustment. Make a list of lengths cor- 
responding to sprocket size and axle 
position, Put it in your race notebook. 
Don't have a race notebook? Make 
one. Loctite it. 

Safety wiring around the center of 
the master link linkplate and keeper 
will ensure that your master links stay 
in place and your transmission cases 
remain as-cast. 

Cut off the rear boss of the plastic 
countershaft sprocket cover to clear 
the swingarm grease fitting. Install it 
with Kawasaki's screws. Install the 
Kawasaki protective roller on the shift 
shaft and position the shift lever. 
Loctite the bolt. 











HANDLEBAR CONTROLS: Install 
Rocky's Magura clutch lever. Install 
Knight's/Kosman's/Grimeca, etc. front 
brake master cylinder. Tighten it 
only after you have installed Rocky's 
Magura flat pull motocross throttle as- 
sembly. On your mark, install. Now 
you can tighten the master cylinder. 
Add the grips. Knight likes the Ourys, 
I like the Maguras. Hey, who's ridin’ 
this thing anyways? 

Add the Rocky kill button. Solder a 
male connection to the wire and plug 
it into the black/white CDI coil lead 
when you install it. 

Install Knight's Kosman.braided steel 
brake hose using Teflon tape at both 
ends, Be sure you route it so that it 
won't hang up on the fork stop when in 
a full lock slide, or on the upper fork 
tube when the forks go from compressed 
to extended. If either of these condi- 
tions occur, the rider will get very red- 
faced and use bad words. After he 
comes to. Tuck it in tight so that it 
can't be snagged during one of those 
friendly wheel to metal duels. If the 
hose is secured with zip ties, they will 
break during an altercation, saving 
the hose, and perhaps the night. 


CABLES: Route the Kawasaki clutch 
cable according to the pictures. Use 
zip ties. Again, keep it clear of the fork 
stop. : 

Route the Rocky throttle cable down 
the center of the gas tank tunnel. I had 
to exchange the threaded elbow carb 
top for a straight threaded adjuster 
top from SUDCO. Kawasaki's pleated 
throttle top cable dust cover worked 
on the combination. That was the only 
cable-related mod necessary. Make 
sure the throttle cable works. Work 
the throttle and look at the slide for 
full off and full on compliance. Do it! 


SHOCK BOXES: Install the ignition 
coil on the front under-tank mounts 
using the small flat washers Knight 
thoughtfully provided to ensure a good 
electrical ground. Stringing a wire from 
the mounting screw to the engine stator 
will erase any question of a Lucas-like 
condition (no spark). Install the CDI 
box on the aft under-tank mount. It 
does not ground to the frame. Plug the 
CDI and the Stator assembly and the 
coil connections together in a spaghetti- 
like fashion and secure them to the 
frame tubes with zip ties. Route the 
stator wire harness behind the front 
downtube to protect it from rocks. At 
the bottom, loop it away from the hot 
exhaust pipe flange and...yep, zip 
tie it. 

EXHAUST: Gettin’ serious. Mount 
the Knight supplied Bill's Pipe using 
the springs and the rubber biscuit sup- 
plied for the job. 


INNER FENDER PANEL: It doesn't 
fit well. Punch four zip tie holes on the 
bosses with a heated screwdriver. Trim 
for swingarm, chain and shock mount 
clearance. Gaps remain at the top and 
bottom of the air cleaner area. I cut 
pieces of car inner tube, using the 
natural contours to match the fender 
panel contour and glued it together 
with Super weatherstrip cement after 
washing off all mold release with 
lacquer thinner. The job will be as 
neat as you are. Mount the panel with 
zip ties. 

GAS TANK & SEAT: Trial mount 
tank bolt, angling it rearward. Drill 
bolt hole in tank to %” dia. for crash 
proofing and installation ease. Trial 
mount tank. Turn fork full lock and 
locate tank rearward for clearance, 
Note: Triple clamp will have to be 
trimmed on corners too. Gain a mini- 
mum of 44” clearance to make it crash 
proof. 

Grind reliefs of 44” between each 
lower rear corner of the tank skirt and 
frame tube for mounting clearance and 
crash proofing. 

Trial fit petcocks and trim tank skirt 
as required to-obtain clearance. Use a 





sanding drum in your electric drill to 
remove fiberglass. 

Slush gas tank with tank sealant as a 
precaution against pin leaks. 

Install petcocks, using Teflon tape. 


Trial mount seat in conjunction 
with tank. Use front mounting pad 
holes. Drill 2%,” diam. hole for rear 
mounting bolt. Trial install seat using 
one rubber biscuit above the seat and 
one directly between the fiberglass and 
the mounting tab. Secure with a %.” 
flat washer and Allen bolt. Stabilize 
the seat with strips of closed cell foam 
glued under the seat along the frame 
tubes as necessary. This will keep the 
fiberglass from cracking and crazing. 


Cushion tank with closed cell foam, 
ahead of tank bolt and surrounding 
the backbone. Glue to tank so that you 
can inspect the frame for cracks each 
time you remove the tank. Finally, 
mount tank, using one biscuit capped 
by a %6” flat washer and a locknut. 
Cut protruding threads flush with top 
of locknut and file smooth. Paint with 
a dab of clear or silver to finish the 
job. 

Using Knight’s petcock kit, cut and 
fit all fuel lines and filters. He includes 
some particularly neat quick-release 
clamps. 


NUMBER PLATES: Buffalo number 
plates come already silk screened with 
your number. Mount the two side 
plates with their upper edges tucked 
under the seat skirt. Mark and drill 
two %2” dia. holes and mount each 
plate parallel to the ground with the 
bike off the stand. 

Drill and mount the front number 
plate using the Monarch mounting 
brackets. 

PAINT JOB: I had the paint job 
done by Alex Rosa. It’s a beauty. Too 
bad he won't do yours. Paint sources 
are plentiful, though. If you can’t find 
one, write me. 

AIR CLEANER: A K&N, what else? 
Oil it with K&N oil and install it, en- 
suring that the wire mesh isn't rubbing 
anything, and the inlet neck is leak- 
free at the carb mouth, 


PRECIOUS BODILY ESSENCES: 
Add oil and air to the forks, oil to the 
trans, brake fluid to the brakes and 
bleed. While pressing hard on the 
brake pedal, tighten the wheel cylinder 
carrier Allen bolt. Grease — the 
swingarm. Seal any leaks. 

FINAL RACE PREPPING: Do it 
right and save a race. 

1. When in doubt, use zip ties or 

Locktite. 


. Double check the throttle cable 
operation and routing. 

. Triple check the kill button for 
operation and routing. 

. Drill and safety wire all threaded 
fasteners which don't have a lock- 
nut. (Aircraft Spruce and Specialty 
Safety Wire tool for $5 works per- 
fectly. Don’t buy the $40 job.) 

Drill and wire: Footpeg mounts. 
Rear master cylinder mounts. 
Motor mount bolts. 

Front brake caliper bolts, 

Carb top and Power Jet top. 

Oil drain bolt. 

Expansion chamber spring mounts 
and rear mount. 


Footpegs deserve a special note, 
Footpegs fail too often, too many 
ways. Consider them primary control 
items and treat them as such. The fol- 
lowing trick will alleviate dirt jamming, 
return spring failure and pivot bolt loss. 

Slide a two-inch length of 20 x 2.125” 
bicycle inner tube over the footpeg 
rubber, butting it against the mount- 
ing plate. Super weatherstrip glue 
the small rubber overlap. Drill a safety 
wire hole through the inner tube, the 
footpeg rubber and the steel footpeg 
blade. Double loop the safety wire over 
and under the rubber. (Knight's alter- 


native to the wire is to drill a hole for a 
YA x%-inch long hardened steel roll pin 
and drive it in, below the surface of 
the footpeg...his is neater and more 
foolproof.) Say, who's ridin’ this thing, 
anyways? 

Finally, you'll have to get your own 
brake pedal rubber and safety wire it 
on. Knight doesn’t supply one. Use 
whatever you can find, Cut an innertube 
rubber band and slip it over the brake 
pedal and footpeg as a low class brake 
pedal return spring. Also, cut two 
pieces of Ye” fuel line and slip them 
over the protruding rear axle adjuster 
bolts, unless you would enjoy sporting 
a %6” hole in your body following the 
next get-off. 

SURPRISE: The final surprise is that 
this motorcycle along with complete 
leathers from Bob Agness, hot shoe 
from Ken Maely and Helmet from 
KRW is going to be given away to 
some lucky sucker who rides Sportsman 
Dirt Track in AMA's Southern Cali- 
fornia District 37, a re-emerging hot 
bed of dirt track. The drawing will be 
held at intermission on November 23 
at the last Ascot TT of the season. The 
person has to be present at the drawing 
to win the $4000 worth of motorcycle 
and gear. Dirt track is back! 
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Ricky Graham scored his first National victory at Indianapolis this season at the same time recording the first 100 mph + speed average for a dirt track event.

RICKY GRAHAM

Ricky Graham, whose arrival in the fast lane of the Winston Pro Series was re- 
corded by ABC’s Wide World of Sports at the spring 1979 San Jose Mile, is one 
of the sport’s fastest rising new stars. 

After an inauspicious rookie season, Graham came into that memorable mile 
and battled first with Gary Scott, and then with eventual winner Steve Eklund, 
in a contest that saw the lead change several times a lap. Graham finished 
second in that race, and ultimately 13th in the Winston Pro Series point 
standings. 

Before the 1980 season, Graham acquired a Klotz/Wiseco sponsorship, and 
perhaps more importantly, bikes and the services of veteran tuner Tex Peel. 

Together their act was a smash, as Ricky picked up his first National win at 
Indianapolis and recorded the first 100 mph plus average for a mile dirt track 
event. His second win, at Tulsa, threw the race for number one into chaos with 
two events left, but Ricky’s chances for number one went down the drain when 
his rear tire went away and he crashed the following week at San Jose. 

Chances for number two went away when Graham, an avid trail rider, 
crashed while play riding with a friend and broke his hand a few days before 
Ascot’s season-ending half mile. So he ended up third in the standings, an honor 
he shares with riders like new champ Randy Goss, Hank Scott, Gary Scott, 
Kenny Roberts and Jay Springsteen, all who have recorded third place finishes 
at the end of recent seasons. 

Ricky, 21, lives with girlfriend Mary Ann Jeffery in Salinas, CA, near the 
Monterey Peninsula area where he grew up. In addition to trail riding, he 
enjoys snow and water skiing. At the recent AMA Awards Banquet, Ricky was 
sporting a new beard — “keep myself warm during the winter,” he quipped. 

We talked a few days before Ascot, and ironically enough, only a short while 
before he embarked on his ill-fated play ride. Here’s what was said... 


You went from 13th at the end of As far as your riding ability — did 


last year to third this year. How'd 
you do it? 

Just having all the parts and every- 
thing; having Tex Peel putting a lot of 
effort into it. We got all the parts we 

needed from the factory, so whenever 
we broke something we always had it 
together for the next week. Having 
Tex as a mechanic — he lives back 
east in Michigan, so we didn’t have to 
ship anything back and forth, really 
helped. He was back there and the 
races were back there, so that made 
everything real easy. 


you perfect anything or just get some 
practice during the winter? 

I don't think I've ridden a whole lot 
better. It’s just having the confidence 
at each race, knowing the bikes are 
top-notch. everywhere we go, I'm 
capable of winning just knowing that, 
and it really improved the confidence 
in Tex and me. We knew we had the 
capability to win all the different types 
of races: short track, TT, half mile, 
and mile. Where last year it was kind 
of touchy — I'd never been to any of 
the Nationals back east — this year 





I’ve been to each track at least once, 
outside of Tulsa, and Tex has been to 
all of them for years, so he knows what 
gearing to put on and everything. 


How did you and Tex get hooked up? 
He was working with Terry Poovey a 
couple of years ago, 1978, and I 
bought Terry's Harley that year, when 
I was a rookie. I bought it for the last 
races of the year, San Jose and Ascot, 
so when Terry and Tex brought the 
bike out to California, they brought it 
to my dad’s shop. They worked on 
their bikes there and we got to know 
each other. Throughout last year we 
just BS'd, and then at the end of last 
year Tex came and stayed with us 
again and we got to know each other 
better and better. 

Then at the end of the winter I 
called him up — it just worked together 
real good because he expected it and I 
expected it. I went back there last 
winter and stayed with him and four 
other people for a month or two and 
rode on the ice and stuff, so that 
worked out good. 


Your first win, at Indianapolis, was 
also the first ever National at the 100 
mph average. Did that surprise you? 
Did you feel you were going that fast? 
No, it felt real good. You didn’t even 
have to look for traction the track had 
such a big groove on it, Gary Scott and 
I were racing the whole time; I knew 
he was right there. I guess he passed 
me about five times, so I was giving it 
everything I had. During the race it’s 
difficult to tell how fast you're going, 
but you can tell something because 
you don’t even have to pull back to get 
traction — super traction that day. 
The main reason we went so fast was 
because everything was going right. It 
was great. 








Your next National win, at Tulsa, 
put you within six points of the 
number one spot and threw 
everything into a tumble. What were 
you thinking about going into San 
Jose? 

When you get up that close to that 
position, number one, everybody tries 
to tell you different things. I don’t 
think it bothered me any as far as 
psyching me out or psyching me up. I 
tried to go into that race with the same 
attitude I went with into every race. 
Even though I had a lot of fans up 
there and a bunch of people I knew — 
(I've been asked,) “didn't that bother 
you? Didn't it kind of make you try 
harder? Isn’t that why you crashed?” I 
don’t think it had anything to do with 
it. It was a freak thing that happened; 
it could happen to anybody. Spring- 
steen and Morehead crashed, too. The 
track wasn’t real good that day and my 
tires went away. Other than that it felt 
good to be there, but it didn’t last long 
enough. 

Well, you got a secure third. Do 

you think that will open some doors 
for some more money next year? 
I think it should. I think I'm entitled 
to quite a bit more money. This year 
we really didn’t get any money from 
anybody. Klotz and Wiseco gave us a 
little bit, but not enough to talk about, 
enough to get us to Houston and 
Daytona but that’s about it. We had to 
spend whatever we were winning, and 
Tex put a lot of his own money into it. 
He didn’t have to put into it but he 
helped out. I recirculated the money I 
won and put it back into the program 
to keep us going, and buying tires 
when we needed them. Next year I 
hope to get enough where we won't 
have to put in any of the money we 
win, try to save a little, try to make 
some money in the game. 





Now Steve Eklund, in particular, 
has been complaining this year that 
unless you keep consistently on top, 
you can’t afford to race the whole 
circuit. 

At the beginning of the year I said I 
would like to finish every race in the 
top five. Tex and I figured we could 
do it. We figured we could be number 
one. But neither of us had ever gone 
out for it. We'd both been racing, but 
neither of us had said that we were 
going for number one. We did say, 
“Hey it’s not beyond the realm of pos- 
sibility that we could be number one.” 


We knew we could do well in the 
half miles, miles and TTs, and that’s 
what we did. We only blew up two or 
three times, and I crashed at three 
Nationals. Three crashes is a lot, but 
when I broke a crank at Louisville I 
was leading my heat and beating Goss 
and Hank Scott both by a long way. 
When it blew up I didn’t get any 
points and Hank Scott won it. That's 
one of those things. Then when I fell 
at Columbus I was slowing down be- 
cause I thought I might run into Billy 
Labrie. I was slowing down, trying to 
be a nice guy, and I ended up running 
into him anyway, and it made me 
crash. I was going faster than him and 
he won it. Those things happen. 

We've got third place, and we've got 
next year. As far as our complete deal 
for the year, I’m happy with it. This is 
the first year we ever went for it and 
I’m proud of what we did. I'm not dis- 
appointed at all. I had a good time 
and I’m happy with the whole year. 
Will you and Tex put together a 
program for next year? 

Yes, we probably will, unless something 
comes up. It’s kind of hard to say right 
now. If we got a factory ride — I'd like 
to get a factory ride — and if I get one 
of those, there’d be no possible way. 
Tex will do everything he can, every- 
thing possible to make our program 
the best possible. He'll squeeze on 
everything, if he thinks it’s got to be 
done, he'll do it. He has the motors 
apart every week just checking them. 
| think he’s the hot set-up myself. He 
puts more work into it than anybody 
on the circuit probably. I enjoy 
working with him. 

Concerning the two guys who are 
(prior to the Ascot race) still in 
contention for number one, what’s 
your opinion on Hank Scott, his 
abilities? 

I think the way the tracks are shaping 
up this season, he’s the guy to beat. All 
the tracks are getting more or less 
grooved up and he knows how to ride a 
groove just great. You can follow him 
around a mile in the groove and he’s 
just super smooth. That's a lot of it 
right there — most of the tracks this 
year are a little grooved, he’s really 
good on them, and there’s not that 
many TTs and short tracks, so a guy 
who's real good at TT and short track 
misses out. 

How about Randy Goss? 

I think he’s probably the best. He has 
all around ability, more all around 
ability than anyone out there. He's 
smooth, and he rides short track, half 
mile and mile better than anybody. 
You’ve already mentioned that Tex 
gives you a lot of help. Are there any 
other people you’d like to thank for 
your season this year? 

I've got Sam Rodriguez, of Sam's 
Mobil, and Ronnie Alexander, and 
the Harley factory helped build and 
did a lot of hand work on the motors 
and helped Tex out with them. A guy 
by the name of Bob Collins did a lot of 
machinery work on the bikes. Dick 
O’Brien at the Harley factory helped 
us get parts whenever we needed them. 
And there’s Klotz/Wiseco, and Jerry 
Bryant and all his products, MXL, 
Shoei helmets, all the products Jerry 
Bryant is promoting through JB 
Racing. e

fill the mailboxes with half-truths, dis- 
torted facts, and outright lies. 

Anyhow, the day after election day 
found the environmentalists, the De- 
partment of Parks and Recreation, 
and most of all the BLM absolutely de- 
lighted. The ORVers? Well, we 
probably got no worse than we deserved. 
And that’s not to say that no one 
helped. CMDA, a lot of Harley dealers, 
the guys from Tustin Honda, Sharon 
Clayton, Ran Hooper of SoCal M.C., 
Neil Manninen of Prospectors M.C., 
Chuck Hollingsworth and Bob Ham 
from Corva, plus a dozen or so clubs 
who sent checks of $100 to Hayes or 
CORPAC, and a number of other in- 
dividuals and businessmen who con- 
tributed money or time to the effort 
deserve the thanks of all of us for 
trying to pull off a Hayes victory. 
These fine people didn't come close to 
the effort which was raised by the en- 
vironmentalists, who wanted Hayes as 
their prime target. They got him. Or 
did we just give him to them? One 
thing is certain; Hayes’ political career 
is far from over. Almost as soon as the 
dust settled, Wednesday morning, 
Hayes backers were discussing several 
other possibilities with him. (More on 
this as information develops). Interest- 
ingly enough, it was that hate call 
from the Sierra Club that buoyed his 
spirits enough to consider staying in 
public life. The call just served to 
remind him how many “direct hits” he 
scored onthe Sierra Club in his two 
years in Sacramento. It only served to 
make him want to score a few more. 
We wish him well. I hope we can light 
a fire under a few more riders to jump 
in behind him next time. 

In other races, ORVers fared a lot 
better. CORPAC made recommenda- 
tions in 51 Assembly races, and we 
won in 37 of those. We scored in 10 of 
the 12 State Senate races where recom- 
mendations were made, and 15 of the 
20 Congressional races. Ronald Rea- 
gan’s defeat of Jimmy Carter and his 
“wilderness” policies were another 
major victory for our interests. Nation- 
wide, the fact that the Republicans 
took control of the U.S. Senate has ef- 
fectively killed any chances of the 
Burton RARE II bill from getting 
through this year. We will get a fresh 
start next year when the new Congress 
convenes to develop a new RARE II 
bill with considerably less wilderness. 

Now, there is some uncertainty 
whether we will be able to slow the 
BLM Desert Plan long enough for the 
new administration to take over. Any- 
how, it is clear that the environmenta- 
lists are going to have less control of 
government at all levels as a result of 
the elections, 

We failed to pull off a few major 
upsets in the state legislature. Besides 
losing the Hayes race, we had hoped to 
score some wins over some incumbent 
“posey-pluckers.” A major effort was 
launched in Santa Barbara in an 
attempt to unseat Assemblyman Gary 
Hart. Our candidate, David Aquino 
ran a strong race against Hart, but the 
environmentalists still seem to have a 
lock on Santa Barbara County. We 
had hoped to score big in the Santa 
Maria side of the district, but again 
none answered the call for helpers in 
Santa Maria. 

In another targeted race, we had 
hoped to elect Greg Morris to a vacant 
seat in Santa Clara County. Thanks to 
an effort by CORVA, we were able to 
turn out some helpers in this district, 
but again it was a case of not enough 
to turn the tide of some late campaign 
tricks by the opposition. 

On the other hand, we scored major 
successes in the 9th Assembly District 
where Assemblyman Bill Filante held 
out in a bitter reelection battle 
against some of the most radical en- 
vironmentalists in the state. We also 











won big in the targeted 3rd Assembly 
District, where Wally Herger will be 
the next assemblyman. The 3rd District 
formerly belonged to Gene Chappie 
who retired to run for Congress. 
Chappie scored a major victory in de- 
feating a long time incumbent. While 
it will be terrific to have Chappie in 
Congress, it still won't be the same 
without him and Hayes taking care of 
us in Sacramento. 

We managed to keep Chip 
Pasheyan in the 17th Congressional 
Seat in Fresno County. Between Chip 
and Chappie, we should be able to 
keep the heat under the BLM and 
Forest Service. 

All in all, we won a lot more than we 
lost. We certainly will have a more 
favorable legislative climate in Sacra- 
mento next year. We will have to re- 
develop an effective lobbying machine 
to keep things moving. Without a Bob 
Hayes to get things started, and move 
his ideas along, we will have to depend 
on the efforts of the groups. Most of 
the actual lobbying effort has moved 
to Washington since Hayes was elected. 
Someone, AMA, CORVA, M.O.R.E., 
etc. is going to have to plug that gap. 
Getting the good guys elected is only 
half the battle. Now someone has to 
show them what to do. With Hayes 
that wasn’t a problem, he already 
knew what problems needed solving, 
and he corrected them. 

Undoubtably the Department of 
Parks and Recreation will be up to 


' their old mischief right away. We will 


have to keep a close watch on their 
activities, particularly with respect to 
their plans to overdevelop the Hungry 
Valley project, and their plans to give

Later when the fund was audited, it 
turned out that the Bond money had 
all been spent, and they “forgot” to 
keep some for the ORV project. Now 
that they have a new Parklands bond 
act, do you think they will do the honor- 
able thing and make our project first 
priority? If you believe they will, you 
haven't been paying attention, Still it 
wouldn't hurt to make a formal 
request. Write to the Parks and Recrea- 
tion Commission at P.O. Box 2390, 
Sacramento, California 95811. Tell 
them that just because we are the only 
form of recreation who must pay their 
own way for everything through green 
stickie, etc. there is still no reason why 
a statewide bond issue can't be used to 
help us. 

One final comment was received from 
the CORPAC people. After all the 
dust settled on their operations, the 
final bills are more than the cash that 
is left in the till. They mailed 10,000 
pieces, made some $6500 worth of cam- 
paign donations, and are now several 
hundred dollars in the hole. Any clubs 
or individuals who didn’t respond to 
the previous requests can still help get 
them out of the red, and get them 
started towards the 1982 elections by 
donating now.

Cook conquers 
Ascot Long Track 
Qualifier

If you ever wanted to know who's 
who at speedway, all the heavy 
hitters were definitely at Ascot 
last Friday night. Among the 
competitors were Bruce Penhall, 
Bobby Schwartz, Dennis Sigalos, Kelly 
and Shawn Moran, John Cook, half- 
milers Wayne Rainey and Ricky 
Graham, and all your favorite 
speedway regulars. Even former 
National Champion Mike Bast and 
current World Champion Michael Lee 
were among the spectators for the 
qualifying round for the Speedway 
Half-Mile Championship. 

The races were held in Champion- 
ship format with 20 qualifying rounds, 
three semi-finals, one consolation and 
a main event. Six riders, three laps, all 
scratch races. You may not think of a 
speedway bike as a half-mile machine, 


but with the proper gearing and a 
strong motor, some of the faster bikes 
were turning times any half-miler on a 
Harley 750 would have been happy 
with. 

There were to be four Second 
Division events including the Main, 
but due to the lack of Second Division 
riders, their only race was the Main 
event. Winning easily was Steve Viera. 
Steve, who is 22 years old, normally 
rides First Division, giving him the 
advantage. Taking second place was 
Ed Castro, who interestingly enough, 
grew up racing with the Morans, and 
up until just a few short weeks ago 
hadn’t been racing due to lack of 
funds. Taking third place was Ron 
Blanton. 

In the First Division qualifying 
rounds, Bruce Penhall wasted no time 
taking a strong lead in each event, 
wearing a whole new set of leathers 
with the number one which he earned 
at Costa Mesa as the United States 
National Champion. Shawn Moran 
rode with the same style and finesse he 
did last year when he captured Ascot's 
long track title. 

As expected, all the English riders 
fared well. Among the fastest 








California riders were Lance King. 


(who was the high point man at Ascot 
last summer), Keith Chrisco (who is 
always a threat), and the dynamic duo 
of Denny Pyeatt and Frank Adamo. 


In the Consolation race, Dennis 
Sigalos got out of the gate first with 
Shawn McConnell next, followed by 
Brad Oxley. On the second lap, it was 
still Sigalos out front with McConnell 
moving in fast while Oxley and Tom 
Ferris battled for the number three 
spot. On lap three, the order stayed 
the same, but now the riders were 
spread out, giving Sigalos a 
comfortable lead while they finished in 
that order. 

The Main event was split evently 
with three English riders and three 
Southern California riders. On the 
pole position was Shawn Moran. In the 
number two slot was Bruce Penhall; 
next to him, Lance King. In the 
number four slot was Denny Pyeatt 
and next to him, John Cook. 
Wrapping up the field on the outside 
was Frank Adamo. 


Up to this point, the only rider who 
had not been defeated was Shawn 
Moran. With ‘thousands of scratch 





races behind them (being the only style 
raced in England), it was no problem 
for Cook, Penhall and Moran to get 
out of the gate first. The surprises 
came before the completion of even 
one lap as Moran seemed to lose it 
near turn four while Penhall coasted 
into the infield with apparent bike 
problems. 


Now the field shaped up with Cook 
in front followed closely by Pyeatt, 
Adamo and King. Cook, who has 
always excelled at Ascot, showed his 
championship form when he closed 
the door on Pyeatt to take the checkered 
flag first. 


Next week, the field will be reduced 
from this week's 36-man start to the 
top 24 point scorers. The winner of 
this event will reign as this year’s Long 
Track Champion. This is the -last 
scheduled speedway event until next 
year's Spring Season Openers, and it 
promises to be a good one. a

RIVERSIDE, CA, NOV. 2 

Oh, my aching neck! This was a 
spectator’s delight, if you could 
turn your head fast enough. 
There was hot ‘n’ heavy racing on 
the ground and spectacular aerobatics 
in the air, While the California Racing 
Club was staging two three-hour races 
in front of you, the USAF Thunderbirds 
were performing their maneuvers 
overhead. Riverside Raceway is just 
north of March AFB, where the Thun- 
derbirds were apparently practicing 
for an air show. Their flight times, 
with a refueling break, put them over- 
head right in the middle of both races. 
As Jerry McNeal of CRC said, “This is 
a class act. We provide something for 
everybody.” 

For sure, both races were class acts, 
with powerful characters, fast action 
and dramatic changes at the climax. 
The first race included bike sizes up to 
250cc and classes from Beginner to Ex- 
pert. From the front row of Experts, 
Scott Kinnier and Mike Johns won the 
long starting drag race in a dead heat 
to the first jump. In the half-mile of 
rough ground that followed, Kinnier 
pulled away from Johns and began 
looking for space. The course was only 
six miles long and, with 17 laps to run, 
he knew he'd be in traffic from lapped 
riders by the third or fourth lap. Every- 
one else was aware of this also, and the 
scrabbling began. Even though the 
dirt part of the course was rough, the 
loooong stretches of pavement made it 
very fast overall -and tall gearing was 
the trophy formula. 


Chris Farrow led the Novices into. 


the early part of the race and, in the 
last wave, Barry Crawford again con- 
vinced his mini that it was a much 
bigger bike and proceeded to put it 
right up there with the 250s. Immedi- 
ately behind him, Mike McNeal and 
Ray Amey juggled positions for a few 
laps with McNeal taking firm control 
of second in lap four. He set off in 
pursuit of the vanishing Crawford but 
nature got there first and bit a hole in 
Crawford’s tire on the 10th lap. 
McNeal inherited first and held it to 
the finish. 

Back in the 250s, Kinnier was in 
control through the fifth lap and Steve 
Blakely had replaced Mike Johns in 
second with Johns’ teammate, Troy 
Smith, also moving up to third. Smith 
is a hard charger, not at all the type to 
settle for third. He began leaning on 
Blakely and Kinnier and on lap six 
suddenly jumped past both to take 
first, The gauntlet had been flung and 
Kinnier and Smith began a serious 
battle for first. Smith led for two laps, 
then Kinnier for two and, again, 
Smith for three. Kinnier took the lead 
again on lap 13 and really pushed for 
some air. Over the next two laps he 
was able to open a good margin between 
himself and Smith. 

On lap 16, fate stepped in and dealt 
Kinnier a disastrous blow. Upon re- 
ceiving the white flag, Kinnier decided 
he couldn’t chance another unfueled 
lap and chose to cash in his margin to 








get gas. After exiting the finish chute, 
he turned back to his pits for gas. 
After pitting, he was returning to the 
finish chute on the course when he 
collided with another rider exiting the 
pits. The other rider went down but 
Kinnier’s momentum was greater and 
he was deflected into and through 
some wooden barricades near the 
finish chute. The barricades did not 
slow him enough and he struck a low 
cable bordering a parking area. 
Although the cable actually caught his 
bike and not him, the deceleration was 
like an aircraft catching the arresting 
gear on a carrier. He stopped right 
now! He was down and definitely out, 
only seconds from winning. He was 
taken to the hospital but a Monday 
morning check disclosed that his in- 
juries were not serious and he'll be up 
and about soon. 

Meanwhile, somewhere back around 
lap 10, two Amateurs, Rob Kennedy 
and Roy Porter had closed in on 
Blakely and began their own war for 
third, By the next lap, Kennedy had 
an irrevocable hold on third and was 
looking for more. Porter and Blakely 
were left to a lap by lap dispute for 
what looked like fourth at this point. 
The final lap turned out to be fateful 
for more than Kinnier but not as pain- 
ful. Kennedy had passed Smith who 
dropped way back, leaving Blakely in 
third. When Kinnier crashed, all 
jumped up and Kennedy found 
himself in the winner's circle much to 
his delight and his sponsors’: Dick 
Allen Yamaha and Builder's 
Plumbing. Blakely was now second, 
followed by Porter, Lorne Crawford 
and Troy Smith. And so it ended. 


At 1:00 p.m., the Open classes, the 
Junior/Seniors, the Seniors and the 
Women’s classes got to play for 100 
miles of dust, potholes, and possible 
seizures on the stretches of lay-on-your- 
ank and bite-your-gas-cap pavement. 
Eric Graves got one of his usual out-of- 
the-mouth-of-the-cannon starts and 
had five yards on the competition in 
less than a quarter mile. By lap nine, 
he had pushed his way to a half lap 
lead. 

The Flying Fickle Finger of Fate, 
which had gouged so many riders 
today, now thumped Graves on the 
head — on the head of his engine 
anyway. One of the many passes at 
high speed on the asphalt proved too 
much for the piston, which grabbed 
the cylinder in a death embrace and 
stopped all progress. As any road racer 
will tell you, a 90 mph slide on pave- 
ment can be very wearing on your per- 
sonality and many parts of your 
anatomy. When Graves picked himself 
and his newly ventilated leathers up, 
he found that his piston and cylinder 
had become as one and no man could 
put them asunder. 


From the first lap, Jim Burt had 
faithfully followed Graves, trying to 
close the gap and hoping for just this 
sort of break. Burt now moved into 
first and, despite arms that were scream- 
ing for relief and a bike that “really 
scarfs on gas,” held it for four laps. 
That super thirsty bike may have 
proved costly. Coming up steadily 
through the ranks was Jerri Marquis 
and he methodically disposed of Bryon 
Farnsworth, Rick Lee, Ron Weaver, 
Lance Ives, and Herman Ortega, 
averaging about one and one-half laps 
per pass. By lap 12, he was in Burt's 
hip pocket waiting for his break or an 
extra pit stop. He got his chance on 
lap 15 and grabbed it with gusto. He 
quickly opened a 10-second lead and 
that proved to be the victory margin. 
Burt remained in second, followed by 
Farnsworth, Lee, Weaver, Ives and

Ortega. Incidentally, these results are 
very unofficial, this kind of race being 
extremely difficult to score. 

Although I couldn’t tell who got 
first in the Women’s race I can tell you 
who got first in at least one rider’s 
heart and who also gets my nomination 
for Sportsrider Award of the Year. 
When she came around on the fourth 
lap, Tandy Jenkins spotted a rider 
down off the side of the course and 
obviously in much pain. Already at 
this point, Tandy had a large lead over 
the Women’s class and was ahead of 
many of the men as well. Dozens of 
riders had passed their downed fellow 
and were content to let him lie. Tandy 
stopped, did what she could to make 
him comfortable and left the course to 
cut across the raceway and get the am- 
bulance. She led it back to the injured 
racer and, when sure he was attended, 
re-entered the course where she had 
left but now almost exactly one lap 
behind. She set out on a furious effort 
to regain the lead but a few laps later, 
her carburetor innards disintegrated 
and she was out for sure. If I were still 
racing, I would surely want someone 
like her behind me. However, when I 
was racing, she was usually ahead of 
me

Barnes Yamaha rider Mark

Ace Suzuki test rider Radical 
Ron Turner continued his im- 
pressive sweep of Professional 
racing at Saddleback Park by 


topping a field of 250cc riders that 
looked like the support class line-up 
for the cancelled Sears Point Trans- 
USA. 

On hand to contest the money class 
were such notables as Husky rider 
David Gerig, Yamaha’s Rick Johnson, 
LOP flag bearer Mark Lawrence, 
Kawasaki pilot Robert Reisinger, Suzuki 
ace Clint Hardick, former National 
champs Tony DiStefano and Gary 
Jones and Swedish national star Leif 
Niklasson. 

Clint Hardick dropped the hammer 
and blasted into the early lead of the 
first moto. Behind Hardick came 
Gerig and Lawrence with Turner fol- 
lowing in fourth. Hardick leaned on 
the throttle for the first couple laps 
and opened a commanding lead over 
the battle for second. 

Johnson moved his Yamaha into 
fourth as Lawrence overran a corner 
and returned to the fray in fifth. In 
two laps time he flew past Johnson, 
Turner and Gerig to recapture the 
number two spot and begin a charge 
for the lead. Turner worked his way 
around Gerig near the halfway point 
as Reisinger slipped past Johnson for 
fifth. 

Hardick held on to a 20-second lead 
as the checkers came out and Lawrence 
was bumped from the runner-up slot 
by Turner. Gerig crossed the line 
fourth with Reisinger fifth and Johnson 
sixth, 

Hardick pulled an instant replay as 
the gate dropped for the start of moto 
two opening a five-second lead after 
one lap. Lawrence followed in second 
with Turner pushing from behind. 
Turner aced Lawrence out on the 
second go-’round and set his sights on 
Hardick. 

Nine laps later Turner was breath- 
ing down Hardick’s jersey and the 
effects of two weeks of flu were being 
felt by the younger rider. Turner put 
the moves on Hardick and headed off 
to the finish with Reisinger moving up 
to second as Lawrence suffered from 
mechanical problems that ended his 
fine ride. Johnson picked up the fourth 
place finish with Gerig powering his 
Husky in for fifth. 

Overall Turner was the victor with 
Hardick finishing second, Reisinger 
third, Gerig fourth and Johnson fifth.

“Magoo” Chandler whose Honda broke 
its chain in the first moto while leading 
and dumped him twice in the second 
round. 

Yamaha-mounted Pat Wilson pulled 
the holeshot in the 250cc Pro class. 
Rancho Cordova Suzuki's Brian Jodry 
was in third behind YZ-mounted Jim 
Ellis, but the “Bear” blasted into turn 
two and aced the second position. 

Jodry passed Wilson coming down 
the hill before the biggest jump on the 
track. Wilson moved back on Jodry 
after a couple of laps, but fell trying to 
pass and dropped to seventh. 

Joey Schlag flew his KTM past Ellis 
who had just made a bid at passing 
Jodry and was now being challenged 
from behind. 

Jodry's rear tire started going flat 
and Schlag soon took over the lead 
with Ellis in second. Danny Turner 
rode a Honda, moving up from a poor 
start into fifth behind Jimmy Robert- 
son's Maico. 

Turner lacked in the power depart- 
ment, but his expertise on a moto 
course showed up as he aced Robertson 
who made a futile attempt at holding 
him off (even skipping the jump to 
take an inside line next to the fence!). 
Turner was soon around and then by a 
fading Jodry. 

Turner closed in on second place 
Ellis as Ellis made his last attempts to 
get past Schlag. 

Schlag held on for the win as Ellis 
was only inches away for second. 
Turner put in a spectacular come- 
from-behind ride for third with 
Robertson a distant fourth. 

Dave Wood had his Yamaha in 
front of Schlag, Allen Berluti, Wilson, 
Heiberger and Turner in moto two. 
Schlag passed Wood as Heiberger 
moved in to do the same. Turner put 
an excellent move on Berluti to take 
fourth. 

Heiberger passed Wood and then 
moved right in on Schlag to challenge 
for the lead. After a few laps of un- 
successful attempts. Heiberger secured 
the lead and held on for the win. 
Schlag had the overall wrapped up as 
he finished second. 

A controversy arose as Turner came 
into the last turn with Berluti hot on 
his tail. “Bad Boy” Berluti decided 
that Danny would make a good berm 
and he could dial third! This resulted 
in Turner going down only feet from 
the finish and getting up only to finish 
sixth, not third. 

Berluti got third along with a lot of 
“advice” from many people all day 
long (he had another controversial 
incident in the Opens, too). He 


pointed out that his wasn’t a “girl’s 
sport” (what's a powder puff?) and he 
knows he’s aggressive. I told him he’d 
better be good from now on or else I'd 
have to get “nuclear” with him! He 
understood. 

Turner still had second overall. 
Wood was fourth after first moto 
problems and Berluti took fifth with 
his 11-3. 


Bertram tops 
Jackhammer 
enduro

FOUTS SPRINGS, CA, OCT. 19 
Dave Bertram took overall hon- 
ors at the Oakland Motorcycle 
Club’s 10th annual Jackhammer 
Enduro held in Mendocino Na- 
tional Forest. This year’s event drew 
over 750 riders from all over the state 
as it was also part of the Golden State 
Enduro Championship series. Bertram’s 
score of two beat everyone and 
wrapped up the Dsitrict 36 champion- 
ship for him. 

Forecast rain did not arrive and the 
dust was thick in many places. Twelve 
speed changes led to a widely varying 
ride and a few early arrivals at checks. 
Averages were fairly high and while 
zeroes were attainable, you had to ride 
hard to do it. About seven miles 
before gas was a 15-minute reset 
following a special test section that 
had all riders arriving late. Good B 
scores were in the five to eight minutes 
late range. At the reset, many riders 
did not stop and rode directly into gas 
which was not a known check. Lucky 
for them there was no check and they 
had plenty of free time to gas, talk and 
work on the bikes. 

The course was held mostly on well- 
known and used trails in the area with 
a few relatively unknown trails thrown 
in for variety. The area is rocky and 
many riders who had changed to new 
rubber in anticipation of the rain were 
dismayed by the shredded condition of 
their tire at the end of the day. Flat 
tires were common with one belonging 
to District 36 Enduro Steward Dave 
Olson — he has had terrible luck re- 
cently with flats. Teammate and 
former steward Lynn Ritner forgot to 
fill his gas tank and ran out of gas on 
the first loop. 

The event was well run by the OMC. 
A few complaints were heard about 
the lack of danger markings in certain 
places. Turns were well marked and 
only a few riders got lost. 

Because it was part of the State 
Championship series, route sheets 
were provided — something that is 
quite welcome but unusual in District 
36. This is a situation that should be 
changed. Enduro clubs in District 36 
need to realize that they will get more 
riders if they provide route sheets. 
Time keeping without route sheets is 
extremely difficult and discouraging 
to many potential enduro riders in 
northern California. If all the clubs 
provided route sheets, greater interest 
would be created and this would result 
in larger rider turnouts. 

The top southern California rider 
was Tom Webb (Dirt Bike magazine 
staffer?) with a five in the Open A 
class. Also losing a five was Paul Peter- 
son from San Luis Obispo in the 200 A 
class. Mark Lucas took top honors in 
250 A class with a four.

Schlegel shines at

The two entered a sweep- 
ing left-hander side by side and met on 
the same berm exiting as neither 
appeared willing to shut off. Both 
went down. Schlegel was up first and 
able to restart, pulling back into the 
moto just a couple of bike lengths 
ahead of Ellis, who had been a distant 
third. Stanton didn’t: restart and 
elected to walk to the pits. 

Schlegel’s rhythm seemed off and 
the pressuring Ellis slipped past for the 
lead and the second moto win over 
Schlegel, Campbell and Wagoner. 
Schlegel’s 1-2 tally was good enough 
for the overall. 

Schlegel took the overall win in the 
Open Seniors with similar finishes, a 1- 
2 tally. Riding a Yamaha, Schlegel got 
the lead in the opening moto right out 
of the gate and never looked back, 
winning by a large margin. The race 
for second was where everyone's 
attention was as Dave Emerick of 
Hoxie held off Ellis for the final two 
laps to narrowly take it. Campbell 
took fourth on his two-year-old Maico. 

Schlegel again got the holeshot in 
the second moto over Emerick and 
Ellis. Ellis wasted no time this moto 
and overtook Emerick on the second 
lap and moved up on Schlegel, trailing 





closely until the fifth lap when the 
Johnson Suzuki rider jammed by for 
the lead. 

Ellis went on to win it and take 


second overall behind Schlegel.
